SPRINGHILL, N.S., Nov. 1 
(UPI)—Seven more miners 
were brought out alive from the 
shattered Springhill coal mine 
at dawn today. They had been 
trapped for nine days 13,000 
feet from the mine entrance. 

“This is a miracle: no, ‘more 
than a miracle,” said a mine 
official. 

The men were able to wave 
weakly to relatives and towns- 
people who gathered quickly 
when news of the rescue 
spread through this commun- 
ity grieving for 74 men known 
dead or missing.

The Cloud’ Over L.A. 


The Russians are being more than usually 
unreasonable when they insist that any agree- 
ment to suspend nuclear tests must be “for 
all time.” When mankind has so much trou- 
ble making a disarmament agreement that 
will last even a year, it is somewhat absurd 
to demand that the tests. pact shall run for 
all time or none at all. . 

The hopeful side of the Soviet proposal at 
Geneva is that it includes an offer to negoti- 
ate a control system such as that proposed 
by the scientific experts last summer. This 
can mean, if the Russians stick to it, that 
Moscow for the first time is ready to consent 
to international: inspection on its own soil. 
But first they demand a paper renunciation 
of tests “for all time.” 

If the West agreed to that, Moscow would 
be in a position to stall the negotiations for 
inspection, as it has stalled other negotiations, 
and thus the West would be bound to an un- 
verified paper promise which might or might 
The West 
cannot accept such an unsecured agreement 
“for all time.” 

But there ought to be Ways of reconciling 
the two positions if both sides have the will 
to do so; and the overwhelming sentiment 
displayed in the U.N. for a cessation of tests 
should act as an incentive. The United States 
might very well, it seems to us, modify its 
insistence on a one-year deadline for the pre- 
liminary test suspension agreement. 

Instead of a time deadline, this agreement 
might include a clear understanding that 
either side could withdraw whenever it con- 
cluded that no progress was being made 
toward an inspected test ban or toward other 
disarmament measures. 

Our government ought also to give up its 
unreasonable position that it will resume test- 
ing if the Russians do not halt their own 
tests at once. It would be fairer if we per- 
mitted the Russians to conclude their present 
series of tests before invoking the escape 
clause, just as we concluded our series before 
offering a suspensiot?. Since Mr. Dulles says 
we are far ahead of the Russians in nuclear 
weapon technology, not too much would be 
risked by. a little magnanimity here. 

The basic trouble with the negotiations is 
that on both sides there is an internal divi- 
sion over the desirability of suspending tests. 
The Russians undoubtedly have a strong 
“don’t-trust-the-West” faction, just as we have 
an anti-disarmament faction whose slogan is 
“don’t trust the Russians.” Their policy, like 
ours, probably is an uneasy compromise, ten- 
tatively moving toward test suspension but 
ready to retreat at any time. 

If the peoples of the world could sit at the 
conference table, doubts and hesitations would 
be swept away, and a no-testing agreement 
would be quickly signed. The outcry in Los 
Angeles re-emphasizes that. Californians 
might endure the idea of radioactive fallout 
someplace else, but when it was their own 
community that was hit by the poisonous 
east wind off Nevada, they roared in protest. 
Let us hope the roar could be heard in 
Geneva. 


What Mr. Nixon Forgets 

In exhorting the Republicans to accomplish 
the kind ef-upset the Democrats scored in the 
1948 election, Vice President Nixon is giving 
currency to a hardy myth. This is the myth 
that brave Harry Truman single-handedly 
won that election by the sheer power of his 
personal popularity ‘and indefatigable will. 
What are the facts? °: 

In 1948 the landslide for Adlai E. Steven- 
son and Paul H. Douglas carried Truman to 
a hairline victory in Illinois. The avalanche 
of votes for Frank J. Lausche pulled Truman 
through in Ohid. Hubert Humphrey’s first 
state-wide success in Minnesota gave Truman 
electoral votes he would not otherwise have 
won. So the Truman upset was achieved 
finally thanks to overwhelming Democratic 
governorship and senatorial victories'in key 
states. This year the state races comparable 
to the overlooked contests of 1948 are the 
very races that everyone is watching from 
coast to coast. For Senator Knowland to win 
in California, the Republican top candidate 
himself must win. He cannot be carried to 
victory on someone else’s sweep as Truman 
was in 1948. 

This makes quite a difference. 


Rubles for Argentina, Too 

If there is any doubt about the ability of 
Soviet Russia to compete with the West in 
the field of economic aid to smaller nations, 
it should now vartish. Five days after arrang- 
ing a $100,000,000-credit to Egypt for the 
building of the Aswan dam, Moscow has 
granted a $100,000,000-credit to Argentina for 
oil well developments. 

This means Soviet Russia has secured its 
first major economic foothold in South Amer- 
ica. It completed arrangements with an Ar- 
gentine delegation in Moscow while a group 
of American oil men were in Buenos Aires 
seeking concessions based on the possibility 
of a $170,000,000 loan to Argentina. Thus 
Moscow hes shown how the early. bird gets 
the fat worm even when the worm happens 
to be in the backyard of another hungry bird,

A Deal That Needs Examining. 


‘ The Interstate Commerce Commission could 

perform an important public service by a 
searching inquiry into the Illinois Terminal’s 
request to sell the McKinley Bridge to Ven- 
ice, Ill. Several aspects of this. deal deserve 
scrutiny. 

In August 1954 the Terminal in effect 
agreed to sell the bridge to the Bi-State 
Agency for $13,500,000. An undisclosed bid. 
from Venice was rejected, but the Illinois. 
town went to court and successfully blocked 
the sale to Bi-State. Venice argued that Bi- 
State did not have sufficient legal powers to 
buy the bridge. That suit has been kicking 
around the Illinois courts ever since; a lower 
court held it had no jurisdiction over the 
matter, but on appeal to the State Supreme 
Court the case was returned to the lower 
court at Edwardsville. A decision in the mat- 
ter is still pending. a 


Having successfully blocked Bi-State, Vén- - 
_ fice and its New York bond experts came .- 


back into the market with a $20,000,000 offer. 
Approval of this sale now is before the ICC. 
Venice in effect is paying about 50 per cent 
more for the bridge, which means it would 
have to continue collecting tolls that much 
longer before the bridge could become free. 
Actually, Venice has no intention of ever 
taking down the toll sign, for the bridge 
looms as an important revenue producer for 
the city. 

Would the public interest be better served 
if Bi-State owned the bridge? We think it 
would. Under Bi-State the bridge would be- 
come public property to be operated for the 
benefit of the people of the whole metropoli- 
tan district, not merely for the benefit of a 
lower municipal tax rate in Venice. And ulti- 
mately it might be possible under Bi-State 
ownership to convert the structure into a free 
bridge. 

Does Bi-State have the right to buy the 
bridge? The ICC might look into the pros- 
pects of delaying the sale to Venice until the 
courts have their say. If Bi-State were em- 
powered to acquire the span, then the pub- 
lic interest would be better served if it had 
first chance to buy. 


V otes and Gunshots in Cuba 


Monday’s Cuban elections represent a test 
of strength for the Batista dictatorship—not 
as to the result, for everybody knows that, 
but simply as to whether the elections can 
be held with some appearance of a free 
choice for Cubans. 

President Batista, who has promised to step 
down next February, is backing former Pre- 
mier Andres Rivero Augero to succeed him. 
There are three other presidential candidates 
in the field, but they represent the small 
legal opposition parties, and the opposition 
is divided in purpose as well as in parties. 

Back in the eastern mountains, rebel lead- 
er Fidel Castro has threatened to shoot any 
or all of the 10,000 candidates unless they 
withdraw. So far four congressional candi- 
dates have been killed; ‘In’. Havana, Batista 
police have rounded up scores of persons to 
make sure that. the elections can proceed. 
The mere holding of elections will prove the 
authority of the Government. 

Despite the threats by the rebels on one 
side and the heavy-handed press censorship 
and police tactics by the government on the 
other, a fairly heavy yote appears likely. An 
election, on Batista’s terms, is the only way 
Cuba can remove Batista from the presiden- 
cy. Votes will not stop the rebellion or bring 
democracy to the nation, but they may push 
the Strong Man into the background behind 
his handpicked successor. Even that much 
might be considered progress in chaotic Cuba.

Unfair to Judge Carroll 

An outrageously unfair and uninformed at- 
tack on Circuit Judge Michael J. Carroll is 
being circulated in St. Louis county by a 
fanatical anti-public housing group centered 
in Lemay.

Where Trees Offer a Future 


Pulp-Paper Authority Says the Ozarks Could Support Sound Forest: Industry 


R. H. Bradford to the 
Missouri Forest 
Resource Conference 


Mr. Bradford, regional manager 
for Ebasco Services, Inc., spoke re- 
cently before a statewide forestry 
conference at Columbia, Mo. 

In southeast Missouri, as I see it, 
you have four major resources— 
trees, tourists, minerals and people. 

Minerals only, occur in certain 
spots and don’t help the economy of 
the country as a whole too much. 
And just how much does the tourist 
business help eke out a living on a 
little farm in Dent county? ‘Then 
you have people, your most valuable 
resource. You are losing the best 
of this resource 
because they can’t 
make a living 
where they grew 
up. 

And you have 
trees—a growing 
crop of trees. 
Let’s think of 
these trees as a 
crop just like corn, oats or wheat. 

Primarily you have mixed hard- 
woods—oak, hickory, gum, etc. You 
have some conifers, or soft woods, of 
which short leaf pine is predominant. 
The ratio of hardwood to softwood, 
or long fiber to short fiber, is prob- 
ably less than ten to one in most 
areas. 


It is rather startling to see the 
differcnce between lands with good 
forestry management and lands just 
allowed to grow. However, you can’t 
continue good forestry management 
unless you have a market for the 
wood ‘crop that is growing. You 
can't afford to tree farm for the fun 
of it any more than you can afford 
to grow oats because you like to.

In my tour I observed areas in 
which more than an adequate supply 
of good hardwood pulpwood was 
available within reasonable hauling 
distance of good sites. I would not 
hesitate to say you have adequate 
eoncentration of pulpwood in at 
least two or perhaps three locations 
for any mill that you might be able 
to bring to Missouri right now. 

When a company spends several 


million dollars on a plant, they want- 


to be sure that raw material will be 
available to keep it running. A few 
years ago, the biggest single problem 
was fire. About 37 per cent of all 
wood losses in Missouri were caused 
by fire. You have made great prog- 
ress here. The public is realizing 
that wood is simply a crop like oats 
and that burning a wood crop doesn’t 
differ from burning down a man's 
Oat crop. 

As to plant sites; thesé are some- 
thing that you generally have in the 
Ozarks. A good plant site must have, 
among other things, good transpor- 
tation, fuel at reasonable cost, water 
of good quality—and it must be near 
a community having good schools 
and churches and recreational facili- 
ties. Tax assessments must be fair 
both on forest land and manufactur- 
ing facilities. 

What can be made from hard-. 
woods? You can make short fiber 
pulp by the established chemical 
methods such as kraft, or semi-chem, 
or you can make mechanical pulp. 
This pulp can be used for making 
anything from fine building board 
to fine paper, depending on the type 
of pulp you have and other fibers 
available by purchase. 

Since most of your wood is short 
fiber, or mixed hardwoods, certain 
products seem more practicable than.

Board mills can be economically op- 
erated in small sizes requiring not

PRESENTS ‘HAMLET’

The Old Vic Company of 
London last night opened the 
second play of its week's stay 
at the American Theater— 
Shakespeare's “Hamlet.” The 
_ same high quality of ensemble 
acting was-in evidence, as it 
was for the preceding “Henry 
V,” but I, for one, was less 
than enthusiastic about John 
Neville ih the title role. 

There is, of course, no abso- | 
lute in the interpretation of 
Hamlet, any more than there 
is an absolete in the apprecia- | 
tion-of the actor playing it. | 
The numerous different ways 


it has been approached and’ 
analyzed are part of its fascina- | 


tion. I thought Mr. Neville’s 
interpretation was that of a

To me, the character, to be
